Consequently, neither eovornwmt nor 
CIA interest should be indicated if any active investigation is under- 
taken in the process of clearing BERSII3.

3* This branch ia well avfaro of the fact that BEEZIBS* sorvlcee are 
being utilised by another component of the Agency. However, this clear- 
ance is cf s tenuous nature end does not include the handling of classi- 
fied inffcroation and other sensitive materials. Inasauch as the above 
defection abteept will entail revealing to BFKZBiS inforaation which is 
a great deal more sanaitivo than ho has handled so far, it is aaauaed that 
he would need a different type clearance. Should we decide to utilise 
B2RZIBS - subsequent to receipt of appropriate clearance - we will than 
take necessary step*? to procure a release from the other Agency component 
involved.
